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A method for fixing a movable module of an 
electrical device and an electrical device 
utilizing the method. The movable module is set in 
the housing of the electrical device. When the 
electrical device is operated, the movable module 
will move forward or backward. The method has the 
following steps: providing a fixing component 
positioned on the housing of the electrical 
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device, providing a location component positioned 
o n the electrical device, and using a cushion to 
push the fixing component to move to the location 
component so that the movable module is fixed by 
the fixing component. 
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
